PART I GSHERAL NARRATIVE 

A. During the period from 23 September 1951 through 9 December 1951, the 
U.S.S. RENDOVA (CVE-114) under the command of Captain E. E. FICKLING, USN, and 
\7ith the ^ferine Aircraft Squadron VFtF-212 embarked, operated off the Tfeat coaat 
of Korea as a part of the U. S. SEVENTH Fleet in Task Force 95, under the oper- 
ational control of Commander Task Group 95.1. 

(l) The Comanding Officer. U.S.S. RENDOVA alternated with the Command- 
inf Officer of the Commonwealth Aircraft Carrier HM&S SIDN3T as Commander Task 
3le-ior.t 95.11. Tas.c Element 95.11 consisted of one escort carrier and a maximum 
of four destroyers, cr destroyer escorts, acting as screening vessels. The 
screon was reduced to loss than four ships vjhen required by operational demands. 
The alternate schedule required one of the two carriers to be on station at all 
times, with the remaining carrier receiving replenishment at Sasebo, or Kure, 
Japan. The average tiao on station for the operating periods vffis nine (9) days. 
This report covers the operations of Task Element 95.11 5 only when the Command- 
ing Officer, U.S.S. KENDOVA ma Commander of Task Element 95.11 on the following 
dates:

The nission o,f this Task Element was to conduct Air Operations in support of 
the United Nations Blockade, West coast of Korea, United States Eighth army, 
Korea (iiuak), and to render SAR Assistance as required. In addition to that 
contained in applicable operation orders } the doctrine followed is defined in 
onclosure (l). 

(2) The ennmy forces were the North Korean Army and Chinese Communist 
forces in enemy-held North Korea. No oneny naval forces were encountered by this 
Task Element and, therefore, ' no surface action ensued. Enemy small craft includ- 
ing sa.3pa.-1s, junks, sailboats, small bargos and power boats, oporating in tho 
rivers, estuaries and alon£ the Ifest coast of Korea were attacked and dostroyod 
by o\m aircraft whenever possible. 

(3) Typical midsions of aircraft wero Armed Roconsiaissence, Combat 
Air Patrol, Closo Air Support, Pre-briefod Strikes, Targot Combat Air Patrol, 
Navnl ftun Hro -Spotting, and Photo Roconnaissence. Based on forty-four (44) 
days in the action area, during 3687.1 combat hours of flying, V F-212 flew 1743 
combat sortios of whieh aily fifteen (15) *icro abortive, for a total average of 
39.6 missions per day. Tho squadron aircraft allowance was 24, the total averago 
aircraft on board was 22.5 end the total averago aircraft available was 21.0. 
Only <5tle entire day of air operations was lost because of inclement woather, 
giving a total of forty-three (43) days of air operations out of forty-four (44) 
days in the action aroo. On throe days, flight operations were reduood because 
of weather but the Task Element was successful in maneuvering through frontal 
woathor to aroas where cir operations could bo conducted. On 17 November, 
VIIF-212 flew sixty-four (64) sortios to ostoblish a now sortie record for CVE's.

2. Bvp.Iur.ti on : The F-51 typo napalm tank, tho type in use on REND0VA, 
rras used in conjunction nith tho rK-77 Fire Bomb. Tho results ticra as follows: 

(a) Stotiage: The F-51 presented no sto-'ago problems. The full 
allovianco vfas stoned under the olovator platfoms and in tho elevator pits, 
llhile only oif.ht (8) TK-77 Firo Bombs wore on hand, it vas readily ascertained 
that storage of a full allorance tiould present a difficult problem duo to rraight, 
and sisso of bomb and crate. Further the I.IK-77 crate must bo retained for return 
to CCNI.US and therefore must bo restored, presenting double the effort in handling. 
The above docs not include tailflns, vihich roro not delivered. 

(b) height: Without tail fins the flK-77 Fire Bomb wolgba 2.3 
times tho F-51 tank. 

(c) Assembly: The uncrating, assembly, fitting, loading and fusing 
averaged 1.17 man hours por i.K-77 Firo Bomb without tail fins, nhilo the F-51 
averaged 0,25 hours per tank. 

(d) Handling: The MK-77 Fire Bomb requires handling by the IK-5 
bomb and torpedo skid, nhilo tho F-51 tank may bo handled nith the IBC-l, TK-5 
or !E-8 skid. 

(a) Fusing: Difficulty tjss encountered tihile fusing the IK-77 
uith a I-U.6 W/p or Ml 5 V-J/p fuse, as the aporturos in the bombs were not true, 
requiring machining or shiaming of the fuses. Tho 10.5 W/P tjqs used by RENDOVA 
on all drops. 

(f) Arming: Arming tias difficult nith tho .'15 or ill 6 i ; '.Tiitors as 
tho ermine vdres viero not permitted a straight lead, causing sharp bonds, tihich 
resultod in a tondoncy of tho arming Tiircs to pull tho solenoid from tho 'TK-8 
shacklo, 

([■) Flight Characteristics: Usine normal potior setting, tho IK-77 
allotted a ten (10) knot increase in speed over tho F-51 tank. HovJover, nhon 
loaded on the F4U-4; the flap sotting of 50 degrees, tho flap touched the plastic 
tail cone. Tho dimensions of tho tail fin being unknown, conploto evaluation 
cannot be piven as to amount of flap tho F^U-i could use with safety. 

(h) Dropping and Coverage Charcot oris ti^s' Both tho HK-77 and 
F-51'Tforo dropped at the same altitude, the coverage of tho tno types vsxs identi- 
cal. Of the eight (8) I'K-77 dropped, four U) noro duds, throo tiere set off by 
straffing; and one remained a conploto dud. Tho planes returned tilth nose arming 
tiires retained. The tail arning vdros pulled tho solenoid from the iK-8 shackle. 
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(i) Cost: It is estimated that tho !K-77 TtOD-0 Firo Bomb, loss 
tail fin, costs approximately ton (10) times that of the F-51 tank SL^KtiMB 
initial cost, is added also, tho cost of spaco and money in shipment from ^COnLOS 
to "cstPac, plus tho ssdo amount of spaco involved in roshippmc the enpty proto 
to CONLUS.

PART VI - COIf TENTS AND RECOttiENDATrONS 



A. Doctrino 

1. Connandor Task Group 95.1 Operation Order 2-51 (Ecvisod) required 
rotation of screen commander duties among the various scrooning vessols for 
training purposes. In vioii of the rapid rotation of screening vossols and in 
the interest of roducing the domands upon the Senior Officer of the screen; 

it is rocomnonded that tho rotation of screen commander duties be discontinued 
in tho action oroa for Task ELomcnt 95.11, the reason being that the actual 
screen commander is still responsible for the seroen's raovenonts uhich requires 
him to check all actions of the acting screen comnandor, thereby doubling his 
nork load and giving hin no rest. 

2. It is recommended that an Air Controller bo assigned surface 
vessels for periods nhon thoso vossols are vwrking v.lth Naval Gunfire Spotting 
Blights, sinco'such a controller Bpoaks the language of the pilots. In con- 
nection rith this recommendation the follotiing dispatches aro quoted: 

(a) CTE 9.5.13 (ST. BRIDES BiY) s Confidential Dispatch 12U42Z of 
12 October 1951 to CTG 95.1 - (Paraphrase not required) "Closo cooperation be- 
tween strike aircraft and this command in tho last tTfo days has been almost en- 
tirely due to the chnnco provision of a Liaison Officer. :bst strongly recommend 
that an experienced officer from the ccrrior operating in the area be lent to 
the ship of CTE 95.13." 

(b) CTG 95.1 Confidential ttLspatch 1306332 of 13 October 1951 to 
U.S.S. RUHDOVA (Paraphrase not required), "Strongly conour v&th CTE 95.13's 
12XW.2Z. I/ould bo grateful if you would consider lending one experienced 
officor for this duty. Propose rotation about every other operating period to 
enable officer to become sufficiently "in the picturo" ; to further onchanco his 
value. Regret SYDNEY has insufficient pilots to permit loan of one for this 
duty." 

(c) CTS 95.11 (U.S.S. RSNDOVA) Confidential mspatch of U October 
1951 to Commander Task Group 95.1 - (Paraphraso not required). "C1G 95.1 1306332 
anc 1 . CTE 95.13 1214A2Z, Concur heartily and had our pilots not been operating since 
20 Septombor without adequate rest vjould dosignato one for succeeding operation X 
Can definitely provide one for our next but believo 'ferine Air Ground Control 
Officer noro appropriate since pilot ?iould be grounded too long X If you 
authorize shall attompt obtain one forthwith from First Ifcrino Air Wing." 

3. In connection nith paragraph 2 above, tho statoment of Captain G. C. 
ARISTRONG., USHC ; Vi4F-212 ; vflio rats shot dotm on 10 October 1951 as a result of 
eneny ground firo and recovered by HIS ST. BRIDES BAY is included as enclosure 
(3). 



B. Aircraft 



1, The usual trouble oith broken or pulled out pigtails in rockots 
duo to ojoctod sholl casings rras encountered. Ttost of this troublo vas elimin- 
ated by firing tho tv;o inboard, rcckots beforo firing the machine guns.

2. ^on long dolay fuses were used in general purpose bombs, skip 
bombing, not dive bombing was employed. This provontad the bomb casing from 
rupturing and causing oithor o dud or a Ion ordor detonation. 

C. Equipment 

1. In several instances-high winds caused malfunction of SPS antenna. 
Tands of 40 knots or moro causod blowing of fusetrons, A redesigned antonna 
unit appears to bo the only solution to this problem, 

2. H4C Catapult 

(a) The H4G catapult typo bridlo catcher has boon brocking duo to 
the use of the new type bridlos. The lugs attaching tho bridle catcher to 
the dock havo shoared, causing loss of unit. A "Y" fitting was constructed and 
fitted to the dock. This fitting gave addod support to the securing lugs ; thus 
preventing the bridlo catcher from going over the dovj. 

(b) Tho spider ties broken and bont due to tho groator force requirod 
to arrest tho heavier 7/8" typo bridle. It is rocomnondod that a i M motol plato 
bo welded to tho legs of tho spider to help hold its shape, strengthen it, and 
give it noro inert mass. 

(c) During operations tho main pumps on the H4C catapult requirod 
execssivo time to build up pressure . An export was roquostod and upon arrival 
conducted tosts and inspection. Ls a result of thoso testsj it was found that 
improper venting; of tho gravity tank was also contributing to the slower oper- 
ation of the couipment. Tho performance of the pumps vjas found to bo satisfactory 
but not up to dosircd standards. 

3. Storage spaco for flight dock crash and rescue gcnr : "high-line" 
gear and tot? bars forward of tho island is not adequate It is rocommendod 
that a ore? shcltor and storage spaco be constructed forward of tho Island bo- 
twoon the island and number three gun director station, in ordor to provide 
more stowago space for crash and rcscuo equipment and additional oreii shelter 
for cold weather operations. 

4. In several instances equipment on the allowance list was not 
roceivedj or, after continued follow-up and re-ordoring, was duplicated upon 
receipt. To insuro officiant operation and to clininato uso of the ship's 
opera tint; allotment to fulfill allowancos, it is recommondod that full allow- 
ances be provided Whon ships aro rocomnissioncd. 

5. This Command had no photo aircraft. In ordor to obtain vertical 
and obliquo photographs, an F-56 camera was nciuntod in a belly tank of an F4U 
on a special mount built in the ship's metal shop. This mount was constructed 
in such a -.innncr that it pormittod the camera to bo tilted fore and aft and from 
side to side to obtain the proper angle for tho photographs desirod. Tho sotting 
was made prior to take-off. During cold noathor 3 a 50 Cclibor Ifachinc Ovn 
heater was strapped to tho eanora housinr; on tho sido of tho camera motor, and 
tho camora was wrapped with asbestos to insuro proper functioning of moving parts 
which wore subject to sticking when cold weather caused lubricants to stiffen.

D. Intelligence 

1. It is recommended that tho ships intelligence officer visit Joint 
Operational Command, Korea, prior to the ships arrival in tho action aroa, in 
order to familiarizes hirasolf nith operational procedures, intelligence date 
aveilcblc from that source, end methods nocosscry to obtain that data. 

2. 3ho practice of tho relieving carrier sondinf koy pcrsonnol to observe 
the lrst period of oporations of the carrier bains relioved is considered by this 
Coamand to be a sound and essential procedure.

I tins just pulling out front a strafing attack on Chinese Comnunist or 
North Koroan troops located in a valloy north of the Han Estuary, r-hen my aircraft 
vjas hit by ground fire. As far as I could estlmato, it nos olthor .50 oalibor or 
20nn sholla that struck the piano, possibly bote. Tfr engine started to miss and 
oil began to spurt from around tho conling. Finally, tho engine caught on firo 
and flainos began shooting front the cov'ling aroa. 

Continuing ny pull-out, I intended to roach about 1,000 foot and then 
bail out but Just before roaohing that altitude, a bullet T7ont through the cock- 
pit. Figuring that if I Junpod, I uould bo shot on tho nay devm, I then decided 
to try and make a nator-landing at tho raouth of the Yesong River. 

Since tho flnmos vrorc tho big danger at tho present tino, I tumod off tho 
gas and started to glido. fflio flames extinguished thomsolvos but tho black saoko 
fron the burning oil continuod. 

Upon looking ovor tho oido of the cockpit I realized that I nould fall far 
short of the rivor mouth so I turned the gas back on. Tho englno caught but 
kopt missing and tho flanos broke out again. Realizing honovor, that this r?as 
the only moans I had to koop tho piano in tho air, I continuod to shut off the 
gas until tho fire stopped - then turnod the gas on until tho flamos nould get 
too bad. 

It last I reached tho mouth of tho rivor but «as only 200 foot in tho 
air. Having hod insufficient time to unbuckle my parachute, I prepared for a 
nator landing anyway. 

At an altitude of 100 foot ovor tho uatcr, 1 tried to loner my landing 
flaps but thoy refused to tfork and I noticed that ray hydraulic pressure v?as at 
aero. 

I landod in tho viator about one-half mile from the vrast bank and one- 
half nilc frora tho north bank in a tail first altitude at about 90 knots. Iho 
nose of tho aircraft immediately c'ug into the vfctor and began sliding sidowcys. 
Iho aircraft came to rost in a vortical position tilth tho nose buried In the 
nud and Tiator coming half nay up botween tho cockpit and tho tail. 

Ihilo under tho water, I undid rqy safoty belt and smrx to tho surface. 
As soon as I roachod it, the parachuto forced the loner part of rsy ana tony out 
of tho Tiator and tended to force my hoed and shouldors back under again. I then 
undid my log straps and tho chute floated to tho surface alloning mo to lio flat 
in tho victor, At that tino I noticed that tho tail nhcol and tail hook on tho 
aircraft noro dorm, indicating hydraulic failure. 

Using tho floating parachuto for a r^st, I inflated my l.bo Tfest. I 
viaitod in this position for c fen? minutes to sco if any onei^r troops on tho boach 
fired at no. Tlion no onomy firo vaa rocoived, I inflated the raft located in tho 
scat of ay parachuto.

Aftor tho raft was floating, I took off ngr Mac rest, tho Air Force 
survival jackot, shoos and pistol bolt and put thon in the raft. This enabled 
mo to bo able to divo under tho wator in easo somoono fired at rac from the boach. 

Procuring ny signal mirror from tho Air Foroo jeekot, I signaled tho 
British Brigato St. Bridos Bay ; which was ct the othor ond of tho Han Estuary. 
The frigate had already boon contcctod by ono of the wingnon and had a boat 
loworod and on tho way, 

I thon grot into tho reft and started paddling towards tho approaching 
boat, Boforo I was pickod up however, I notiood two sanpans start out from tho 
shore but retreated when tho pianos dron noar. 

T hilc aboard tho EM.Re.to, I noticed that thoy had quite a bit of trouble 
with the radio communication between tho ship and tho aircraft used for air 
spotting. Sinoc those wore aircraft from ny own squadron, I bocano intorostod 
and found that nost of tho troublo cone from voieo aceont and the inability of 
the air controller to dotorralno exactly nhat a Corsair aircraft could do on a 
nission of that type. 

Aftor talking with tho connanding officer of tho Frigate, I took over 
as air oontrollor and dirootod five or six air spotting aissions; all with good 
results. 

It was thon I hoard that the gorillas nore about to nako a landing. 
Tendering if tho Ifcrinos would bo ablo to lond dose air support in a deal of 
this sorfcj I requested and rocoivod, permission to accompany a British Officer 
on tho landing. 

That night I ombarkod on a JTiL (Japanoso /lino Layer) with tho British 
Officer -oho was acting; as navigator, and sono guerillas. Another JML carried 
othor guerillas while tho main attacking force was to oono from another aroa, 
Tho JUL that I was in was supposed to run closo to tho shoro-lino and draw flro 
fron the oncny troops so that tho main force could land undctcctod at another 
point. This ruse workod vory woll and the South Koroan guerillas scontod to enjoy 
tho return fire they were receiving fron tho boach. 

During dcylif&t hours, both JIIL's were supposod to return prior to tho 
obbing of tho tide, but the South Korean guerillas did not wish to do this and 
by the tino the British officer and. I could convince thon : tho tide had started 
out and both JIIL's wore iiirod in the mud about 1,000 foot fron tho onoray hold 
shoro-lino. 

I imncdiatoly radioed the St. Brides Bay and notified then about what 
had hnpponod. I roquestod that they send a dispatch to tho escort carrier, 
IBS R5MD0VA, asking for pianos to aot as a Target Combat Air Patrol. Jhmodiatoly 
upon receiving an urgent dispatch tho RENDOVA relayed an order via hor CAP 
(Gonbnt Air Patrol) to a flight of aircraft operating in tho area and dircctod 
thorn to tho sccno. VJithin a few minutes, this flight of ifarine Corsairs was 
covorinr; tho JIJL 1 s to prevent onerny troops on the boach fron firing at tho 
naroonod boats. 
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It Tias during this tine that I noticed that nhonovor tho puorillas fired 
at the beech, troops on the boach firod beck at the boats, ffoon the guerillas 
did not firo hovfovor, tho troopa did not firo aithor. I and the British officor 
then ordered the guerillas to coeso firing* 

3ho pianos covering the boats still had thoir ordnanco aboard, so I acted 
as air controller and directed thorn to tar^ots on the beach Tjhoro they could un- 
load thoir rockots and bonbs. Lator anothor flifht of aircraft tjcs diroctod to 
the scene by tho RMDOVA and continued to covor tho stranded JTlL's. This flight 
uas also directed to onony tar^'ots for attack. 

After tno hours, tho tido becan to riso and vihon tho water tjob hi£h 
onoufih for tho JML' s to ncnouvor, the pianos strafod and rockotod the beach 
so tho boats could dopcrt tec aroa. As the JTL' s departed, tho ordor was c;iven 
tho gorillas to opon fire acoin. 

During the timo that the boat this firing at the beach, a pun Displace- 
ment returned fire. Tfacn tho picrillaa returned tho fire about 15 or 20 troops 
ran fron the onplaconent. Those oncny troops, dressed in white, then heard 
planes canine and dispersed into nearby fields and protended to bo working, 
when tho planes left, tho troops fornod a£;ain and loft tho aroa. 

It is ny opinion that had it not boon for the covorinf: aircraft 
both J'lL's would probably have boon lost to the onony. 

On the 24th of Oetober I was transferred fro.^i tho St. Bridos Bay to 
a U.S. Dostroyor end returned to the OSS REHEOVA. 
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
